SOUTHEND’S Palace Theatre will be celebrating 
its 100th birthday next year with a series of events. 

Next year will see people invited to explore the 
history of the building and shows that have taken 
place there. 

Emily Malcolm, community and education man¬ 
ager, wanted to see people supporting the centenary 
events that have been made possible through a 
£50,000 Heritage Lottery Grant. 

She said: “I think it is fantastic the building is still 
here. So many buildings of this age have been 
knocked down. 

“It is in its original form and we have been talking 
recently about redecorating for the centenary year.” 

Activities will include a variety gala in January, 
with acts put on by local theatre groups. 

A special online archive will also be created to 
show people a collection of posters and programmes 
from the past. 

Families will also be invited to activity days with 
the first being in February. 

A cinema will also be in situation in the theatre. 

Emily said: “The idea of the project is that there is 
something for everybody. 

“Whether people just want to sit in the audience 
and watch a play or actually be in a play it is up to 
them. 

“They can also come and watch the cinema or take 
part in some of the family activities. 

“There’s something for everyone as a way to cele¬ 
brate.” 

A birthday party will be held in October which 
will allow the public to get backstage access in the 
theatre. 

“The theatre has been threatened for closure 
before and people have supported it,” Emily added. 

“If people want the theatre here for another 100 
years then they must continue that support.”

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Pop star’s parents hand hospice £10,000

AMY WINEHOUSE’S parents vis¬ 
ited Little Havens Children’s 
Hospice last week to hand over 
£ 10 , 000 . 

Mitch Winehouse and ex-wife 
Janis visited the hospice on 
Wednesday, November 30, to pre¬ 
sent one of the Amy Winehouse 
Foundation’s first ever donations. 

The pair helped to decorate the 
Christmas tree in the hospice’s fam¬ 
ily lounge. 

Mitch Winehouse learned of 
Little Havens’ work in July when he 
performed at a charity golf day just 
a few days before his daughter’s 
death. 

In October he returned to the hos¬ 
pice with his wife Jane and Amy’s 
final boyfriend, Reg Traviss. 

During the October visit he met 
children and their families and 
spent time chatting to staff. 
It was after the October visit that 
Mitch decided Little Haven’s 
should become a beneficiary of the 
foundation, which was set up after 


his daughter’s death. 

He said: “When we visited Little 
Havens we were so moved and we 
were lucky enough to spend some 
time with some of the children and 
families staying there. 

“We were completely blown away 
by their strength and humility. The 
support the staff offer them is just 
incredible too. It made me realise 
that children’s hospices aren’t just 
about death and dying. They’re 
about living. 

“It’s a wonderful place and we are 
thrilled with the work Little Havens 
is doing for children across Essex.” 

Jane Morgan from Basildon met 
Mitch and Janis last Wednesday. 

Her son Callum Miller, six, was 
born with a faint heartbeat and 
could not breathe. He was left brain 
damaged and now suffers from 
Cerebral Palsey and Epilepsy. 

The whole family, including 
brother Connor, eight, visits Little 
Havens for respite breaks. 
She said: “It’s an amazing donation 
and from my heart I can say it will 
make a huge difference. Little 


Havens allows us to be a family 
again. It gives us all the break we 
need. Without Little Havens fami¬ 
lies like mine would be on our 
knees. We wouldn’t have a family 
life at all.”

Driving test centre to be brought back to Southend? 


THE DRIVING test centre in 
Southend could be reinstated under 
new trials from the Government to 
introduce six more centres nation¬ 
wide. 

As part of a campaign to regain the 
centre a letter was sent to the Road 
Safety Minister, Mike Penning, by 
Rochford and Southend east MP, 
James Duddridge. 

In a response from the Driving 
Standards Agency, Mr Duddridge 


has been told the minister will be 
adding Southend to the list of possi¬ 
ble areas for centres. 

Mr Penning explained he wanted to 
be more flexible and innovative in 
delivering driving tests to make sure 
people are getting the best service. 

He said: “We are currently running 
trials in six areas across the country 
to explore how we can provide a 
more local service for driving test 
candidates. 


“As well as using conventional dri¬ 
ving test centres, we are delivering 
tests from other sites such as hotels, 
leisure centres or local authority 
buildings. 

“I look forward to visiting 
Southend and discussing these pro¬ 
posals with the local community and 
the two Southend Members of 
Parliament.” 

Mr Duddridge was disgusted when 
the driving centre was closed down 


and he campaigned to keep it open. 

Speaking about his new campaign 
he said: “I am very hopeful that this 
campaign will have a positive out¬ 
come. 

“I am delighted that my request is 
being considered and I am continu¬ 
ing to actively campaign for the 
return of a Driving Test Centre in 
Southend.” 

A date has yet to be confirmed for 
the visit.

THE C2C rail company, which serves Essex, 
has gathered figures on how copper theft has 
grown at an ‘alarming rate’.

Strike action

HUNDREDS of people took 
to the picket lines because of 
action over public sector 
pensions. 

The Government are 
proposing for public sector 
workers to work longer and 
pay more into their pensions 
because it believes the cur¬ 


rent form is not affordable or 
sustainable. 

The strike action last 
Wednesday saw people 
march from the Civic Hall, 
in Victoria Avenue, into town 
to outside the Odeon 
Cinema. 

Action also saw Southend 
Library close down for the 
day due to a lack of staff. 


A spokesman for the coun¬ 
cil confirmed of the 2,141 
work force, only 170 mem¬ 
bers of staff went on strike. 

The majority of schools in 
the borough were also closed 
with 37 of the 55 schools 
taking action. 

Members of HM Revenue 
and Customs also went on 
strike.

DETECTIVES are investigat¬ 
ing whether the person who 
threw rocks from bridges over 
the A12 is linked to 30 other 
incidents in the last three years. 

The occupants of two cars 
were targeted on Thursday. 

Road policing officers were 
forced to close sections of the 
A12 in mid-Essex on Sunday 
evening following more reports 
of suspicious activity near 
Margaretting. 

Among the victims were a 57- 
year-old woman and her 56- 
year-old husband, who were 
passing under the West 
Hanningfield Road Bridge, 
near Galleywood. 

The man received minor cuts 
and bruises - but his wife was taken 
to Broomfield Hospital, Chelmsford, 
with head and chest injuries, where 
she is currently in a stable condition. 

Investigating officer, Detective 
Chief Inspector Keith Davies of 
Essex Police, said the force was treat¬ 
ing the attacks as attempted murder, 
and that police were looking for a 
possible link to other attacks. 

Mr Davies said: “We aren’t ruling 
things in or out at this stage, but we 
are looking for someone who would 


have had a piece of granite stolen - 
we think it may have come from a 
rockery. 

“We are working on a number of 
leads, and we have to thank the mem¬ 
bers of the public who have come for¬ 
ward to help us.”

Woman’s shock over attack

truth. She said: “When I found out, I 
was shocked. I just couldn’t believe 
someone would do something like 
that. They can’t be normal. 

“I’ve got a seven-year-old disabled 
daughter, Leale, and an 11-month- 
old son, Stan, and they could easily 
have been left without a mum. We 
were lucky, though - it was like 
someone was looking down on us.” 

The police told the Hornes that, 
had they been driving quicker than 
the 55mph she was doing, things 
could have been worse. 

She said: “If I’d been going faster, 
it could have come straight through 
the windscreen. 

“As it is, I don’t feel comfortable 
about driving on the A12, or driving 
at night. I hope whoever did this gets 
caught.”

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Charity calls for investigation 
into conduct of medical staff

A LEARNING disabilities chari¬ 
ty is calling for an investigation 
into the death of a teenager who 
died in Basildon Hospital in 
2003. 

Mencap is urging the General 
Medical Council (GMC) to look 
into the conduct of the doctors in 
the case of disabled 17-year-old 
Kirsty Pearce. 

An inquest into her death, held 
in Chelmsford last week, con¬ 
cluded ‘the delay in her getting 
the sort of treatment required for 
her from the outset of her presen¬ 
tation contributed to her death’. 

Mencap is concerned no health 
professional has been held 
accountable for Kirsty’s death. 

David Congdon, Mencap’s head 
of campaigns and policy, said: 
“The standard of care Kirsty 
received the night she died was 
appalling. 

“Medical staff responsible for 
caring for her during her final ill¬ 
ness failed to recognise the sever¬ 
ity of her condition, which should 
have seen her placed immediately 
in an intensive care unit. 

“Tragically this meant that 
Kirsty didn’t receive the treatment 
she needed, which ultimately led 
to her death.” 

“Mencap believes it is unac¬ 
ceptable that no one has been held 
accountable for Kirsty’s death, 
despite clear evidence from an 
inquest and a Parliamentary and 


Health Services Ombudsman that 
there were significant failings in 
the care she received.” 

In a statement, the family said 
they believed the hospital had 
failed Kirsty and ‘allowed her to 
die in pain and without dignity’. 

“ There is no doubt that those 
responsible for Kirsty during the 


night she died broke their duty of 
care towards her,” the statement 
read. 

“It has been very hard to get 
hospital staff to accept that they 
have made mistakes. 

“It breaks our hearts to remem¬ 
ber how frightened she was dur¬ 
ing her final hospital stay.” 


Basildon Hospital said 
improvements had been made. 

A spokesman for the GMC said 
the finding of the coroner were 
being carefully considered.

I AM pleased to see that pro¬ 
posals to increase the standard 
Dartford Toll to £2.50 by next 
year have been scrapped fol¬ 
lowing public opposition. 

This is really great news and 
I would like to thank all those 
who backed our campaign 
which was supported by a 
2,500 strong petition to the 
Prime Minister, a Facebook 


group containing some 3,300 
members and a motion initiat¬ 
ed by the Residents’ 
Association which gained all 
party support on Havering 
Council. It just goes to show 
that people power really can 
make a difference. 

Some 150,000 vehicles use 
the crossing every day, gener¬ 
ating around £70 million per 
year in toll fees - along with a 
great deal of congestion, pol¬ 
lution and wasted cost to busi¬ 
nesses. After operational costs 
are deducted the crossing pro¬ 
duces a surplus of £45 million 
per year for the Government. 
While the long term aim to 
abolish the toll is the preferred 
option, the introduction of 
automatic number plate recog¬ 
nition is preferable to a physi¬ 
cal barrier. However, the 
£45million net surplus gener¬ 
ated each year is more than 
enough to fund this and there 
is absolutely no need to 
increase the toll for that pur¬ 
pose. 

Finally, it is interesting to 
see in the Autumn Statement 
that the Government is to pro¬ 
vide funding of £150 million 
towards the Humber Bridge 
debt which will actually 
reduce the toll from £3 to 
£1.50.

Who Experience in London 



M Y FIRST experience of 
Doctor Who was from 
behind a pillow in a bid 
to hide from the Daleks, but 
give me a break as I was only 
aged around five! 

Years later came a better, 
more elaborate relaunch of the 
popular show which, with the 
help of David Tennant, captured 
a whole new audience. Since 
then the boys and I have 
watched each series unfold and 
now follow the new Doctor, 

Matt Smith, on his journeys. 

Discovering the Doctor Who 
Experience in London I thought 
it would be a great afternoon 
out with Josh as well as anoth¬ 
er big kid in the family - the 
other half. 

The attraction, at Olympia 
Two, is made up of a walk¬ 
through interactive experience 
as well as a great exhibition, 
which together offer at least an 
hour-and-a-half of fun. 

We arrived later than our time 
slot - after being sent on a 
magical mystery tour by 
London underground staff - but 
managed to still get in, which 
was a relief as I wouldn’t have 
liked to have taken a disap¬ 
pointed Josh back home again. 

Warned of flashing lights, 
moving floors, smoke and dark 
places we weren’t sure of what 
to expect as we stepped 
through its doors. After watch¬ 
ing a film outlining our mission - 
to help the Doctor escape his 
enemies - we stepped through 
the crack in time and boarded 
Starship UK where we received 


orders from the Doctor himself. 
We, The Shoppers’, as we 
were known by the Doctor, had 
to help him fly the Tardis as he 
was unexpectedly caught up in 
a rather small box, thanks to 
the Daleks. 

Stepping into the Tardis, com¬ 
plete with control panels and 
moving floors, he told us which 
buttons to use to fly it before 
we rushed along a corridor to 
come face to face with the 
Doctor’s ultimate enemy - the 
Daleks. Josh was a bit jumpy at 
first in this area, more because 
he didn’t know what to expect, 
but he soon settled down and 
watched as several Daleks 
screeched ‘exterminate’ at us. 

Escaping their extermination 
we rushed through the Forest 
of Weeping Angels - making 
sure we didn’t blink - before 
entering the Pandorica 3D 
experience and trying to escape 
the clutches of Weeping Angels 
and Cybermen as they reached 
out towards us. 

The whole experience was 
packed with amazing special 
effects and exclusive filming 
with Matt Smith, and there were 
many characters and items 
from the series we spotted on 
our journey. 

After our action-packed expe¬ 
rience we went on to explore 
the largest ever collection of 
original Doctor Who props and 
artefacts. We saw the entire 
collection of Doctors’ iconic 
costumes from 1963 to the pre¬ 
sent day and took our photos 
next to the David Tennant 


Tardis set, as well as by the 
control panels of the Tardis. 
There was also a photo oppor¬ 
tunity inside where you can 
have your photo taken at the 
front door of the Tardis as it 
whizzes through space - a 
great keepsake which costs a 
few pounds. 

There was a display of the 
Doctors arch enemies through 
the ages, including the latest 
addition from the current TV 
series - the Silence and the 


Silurians. 

We stood next to a 
Cyberman, who is actually 
shorter than the other half, 
talked like a Dalek, learnt how 
to walk like a Cyber man - a 
skill in itself - and climbed 
inside a Dalek. 

The whole visit was fantastic 
and all three of us thoroughly 
enjoyed it. I would definitely 
recommend it to any Doctor 
Who fans out there as it is a 
great day out for all the family.

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Landlords plan to add to 
portfolios in Essex 

With tenant demand continuing to grow across many parts of Essex, landlords are 
feeling increasingly positive about the prospects for the private rented sector (PRS) in 
2012 and are looking to add to their portfolios in the coming months, according to 
research commissioned by Paragon Mortgages. 

The specialist buy-to-let mortgage lender, worked with market research specialists 
BDRC Continental to build a picture of landlords’ planned purchasing behaviour for the 
next 12 months, at a time when the PRS is more heavily relied upon by a greater 
proportion of the population than ever before. 

More than a fifth - 22 per cent - of the landlords that took part in the survey said that 
they expect to purchase additional properties in the next 12 months, and just eight per 
cent are considering reducing their stock. The average portfolio size in second quarter 
(Q2) of 2011 was 12, which has climbed to 13 in Q3. 

When asked about their current portfolios the most popular property type that 
landlords’owned were terraced houses, with 65 per cent of landlords owning at least 
one. This was followed by 58 per cent of landlords owning a flat, 48 per cent a 
semi-detached house and 24% a House of Multiple Occupancy (HMO). 

The research also highlighted that landlords are more positive about being a landlord, 
with 77 per cent agreeing to this statement and 57 per cent rating the prospects for the 
PRS in the next 12 months as very good or good. 

John Heron, Paragon Mortgages managing director, said: “This is an interesting time for 
the PRS as landlords are experiencing very high levels of tenant demand as other areas 
of the housing market come under increasing strain. 

“Looking at the year ahead, I am pleased to see that landlords are expecting to add to 
their portfolios as there is no sign that tenant demand is going to slow in 2012 and to 
ensure the PRS can withstand further demand, there needs to be increasing investment 

in PRS stock.” 

With more landlords taking advantage of high rental yields and increasing levels of 
buy-to-let funding, there is likely to be further demand in the sales market in Essex with 
an increased supply of stock for lettings due to high rental yields. 

This could very well lead to growth and activity within the new homes market with 
developers confident in developing the land banks they have been building up over the 
past few years, helping to increase the supply of much needed new homes in Essex.

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Tenant Question 


Earlier this year the combination boiler in our rented house stopped working, so we had no hot water or central heating. The only heating 
in the house was the electric fire in the front room. We rang our landlord and he said it had happened before and said we needed to top 
up the water pressure in the boil via small tap on the boiler. We could not find this tap anywhere and called him back. He then said he 
was not prepared to pay a plumber to come out for such a small task and said he would come over the following day. Five days later he 
turned up saying he had got something in his eye and had to go to hospital and could not drive, Meanwhile we had had no heating and 
no hot water for almost a week during one of the coldest parts of the year. Can I refuse to pay rent for those five days or reduce my rent, 
or even end my contract early? 


Think Property Answer 


It is the landlord's responsibility to ensure that the boiler is working correctly for the provision of hot water and heating - under the statute 
of section 11 of the Landlord & Tenant Act 1985. The landlord is expected to attend to the problem within a reasonable amount of time, 
once he is notified of the problem. 

In this case, it appears that the boiler cut out due to a drop in water pressure. The landlord should have attended to the problem by 
showing you how to bring the water pressure up to the required level, and then you would have then known how to rectify the problem lb 
the future. 

If the boiler keeps cutting out, there may be a fault and that will require the landlord to repair the problem under section 11. If the landlord 
does not attend to the repair for which he is liable under section 11, then the tenant's best option is to contact the local authority housing 
standards team or the environmental health team, They can inspect the property and contact the landlord about the repair. 

The landlord has now resolved this problem but you were without water and heating for five days. You could try and negotiate with 
the landlord about paying a lower rent for that period but I would not advise you to stop paying rent for that period as it would lead to 
rent arrears. 

If you are in a fixed term of the tenancy, and you leave early without the agreement of the landlord, you could be pursued, though court 
action, for any rent outstanding up until the end of the fixed term.
